Report of Sunday School Board. 

To the Bishop and Brethren of the Mississippi Annual Conference : 

Brethren — Your Sunday School Board beg leave to submit this 
as their report : 

The proceeds from Children’s Day amount to $589.43. We have 
received from other sources $56. 28, making a total of $645.71, 

Our disbursements for the year have been as follows : Paid to 

the General Sunday School Board $58.90 ; Paid to the Board of Edu- 
cation $58.90 ; Paid for getting out the Year Book $104.91, of which 
amount, $25.80 were paid by advertisements ; Paid to the Secretary 
of the Conference $25.25, as this Board’s pro rata for printing minutes 
©f 1900 ; Paid Barbee and Smith $326.01 ; Paid to general expences 
of the Board $81.47, making a total of $689.43 disbursed. 

The Board has reduced the amount offered on libraries, limited 
the amount to $12. Any amount raised up to $12, by any Sunday 
School, will be duplicated by this Board. 

Your Board distributed this past year, free of charge, 12,345 
Children’s Day programs, put libraries into five (5) Sunday Schools, 
increased the number of Sunday School Magazines taken to thirty- 
eight (38) and the Children’s Visitor to two hundred and twenty-six 
(226). It has also assisted about fifty (50) Sunday Schools, besides 
printing and distributing 600 copies of a handsome and useful Year 
Book. 

We regret to report that the collections have fallen somewhat be- 
low the collections of last year. Eighty-six charges have reported 
Children’s Day money, but there are thirty-three which have not re- 
ported a cent, nor was the day observed. We further regret to say 
that some of the charges which we have so generously assisted to get 
libraries have remitted us the least money. We would urge upon the 
posters to see to it, that Children’s Day be observed as the Discipline 
directs and not substitute Missionary Rally, nor any other Day for it. 

Your Board deem it best to postpone the publication of the Year 
Book till after the next Annual Conference so that all the charges and 
the amount of money paid by each may appear therein, besides giving 
a more perfect and complete directory of appointments and Superinten- 
dents of Sunday Schools. 

In accordance with the 243rd paragraph of the discipline, a Con- 
ference Sunday School Convention was held at Madison Station, be- 
ginning March 28th and continuing three days.

To the Mississippi Annual Conference, Brookhaven, Mississippi : 

Dear Brethren — We beg to submit the following as the annual 
report of the Board of Directors of the Orphans’ Home : 

We elected Rev. W. S. Harrison as manager and he took charge 
Dec. 20th, 1899. We elected Rev. W. T. Griffin of the Mississippi 
Conference as agent, who has traveled representing the interests of the 
Home, taking collections whenever opportunity was offered, and look- 
ing after the general interest of the Home in both Conferences and we 
feel that much permanent good has been accomplished. We had 53 
children in the Home at our last annual report and 40 have been re- 
ceived since, 32 have been adopted or taken out by guardians leaving 
55 in the Home. The health of the children during the year has been 
good. We have had ng serious sickness.* 

We are indebted to Dr. T. L. Fox for his valuable services and his 
untiring energy and faithfulness in looking after the health of the 
children in the Home. He recommends and we have planned for the 
erection of a cottage for infants and a room where children seriously 
sick or suffering from contagious diseases may be isolated. 

We respectfully solicit and urge our brethern to aid us in bringing 
the matter before the people. The school has been kept up all the 
year. Improvements have been made during the year in the way of 
clearing and fencing land, planting an orchard, etc. 

By special contribution $148.00 has been paid 011 a piano and an 
excellent heater lias been placed in the Home. 

We have had the use of the manager’s horses during the year for 
which we return thanks. The religious interest of the children has 
been guarded ; 13 have united with the church. They have had the 

benefit of Sundae* School and religious services in the Home. 

Our last report showed a balance on hand of $551.47. We have 
received from the North Mississippi Conference $2,547.32. From the 
Mississippi Conference $3,081.04 making a total of $6,179.83. We 
have expended $4,879.00. By special donation $1,000.00 was invested 
as an enijwmmt, leaving a balance on hand of $300.83. 

The terms of M. T. Burton and W. A. Gunning as directors ex- 
pire with this conference and we respectfully request your body to ap- 
point their successors.

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Bible Cause* 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference : 

We your committee desire to submit the following report : 

As the conversion of the world depends largely upon a knowledge 
of the Bible we regard the responsibility of the church as being very 
great. There is no institution that has and can do more for the na- 
tions than the American Bible Society if it is supplied with the means 
to print the word of God in the various tongues. The collections of 
the Church have been very meagre indeed. The Society desires to in- 
crease the distribution of the Bible but on account of the scarcity of 
funds, has not been able to do so. 

The assessment plan has been recommended by the Society and 
as this Conference has adopted it in the past, we your ccmmittee 
recommend its continuance. 

The total issue of the American Bible Society for the 84 years of 
its existence is 67,369,306 copies of the Holy Scriptures. The number 
issued last year, ending March 31st, 1900, was 1,406,801 volumns. 
The amount of money collected was $287,409.04. The amount of mon- 
ey disbursed was $ 287 , 409 . 04 .,, : , ' f ■ 

From the above figures we see that the receipts and disbursements 
of the Society are the $ame, '&hd as there is a deficit in the amount as- 
sessed by the Conference for the Society we i^rge upon the pastors to be 
more zealous in presenting the claims of this grand and noble cause. 

We recommend that auxiliaries be organized where possible. 

We recommend that Rev. G. M. Hull be appointed Conference 
treasurer for the American Bible Society and that all monies collected 
for this cause be sent to him.

D. Scarborough read memoirs of Rev. George Bancroft : 

REV. GEORGE BANCROFT 

The late Rev. George Bancroft was the son of Charles and Rebecca 
Bancroft of Mobile county, Alabama. He was born June 26th, 1826, 
near the city of Mobile. When yet an infant he was dedicated to God 
in holy Baptism, Rev. Ebenezer Hearn officiating. In early life he 
was the subject of religious impressions and being blessed with pious 
parents he was brought up in the nurture and admonition of the Eord. 
In the year of 1841, at the age of fifteen he joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, uniting with what was then known as tl e o’ d Bee H ive 
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Church in Mobile under the pastorate of Rev. Jared Sparks. He de- 
veloped into a strong young man who was admired for his upright con- 
duct and respected for his Christian character. He was married to 
Mis^ Mary G. Ramsey, December 24th, 1845. She passed a faithful 
companion through life and preceded her husband to the Heavenly City 
a few months. 

Brother Bancroft was licensed to preach in Sunyster county, Ala- 
bama, in 1848, and for many years was a faithful and acceptable local 
preacher. 

He first joined the Alabama Conference, his first pastoral charge 
being Cuba Circuit which he had organized and named while a local 
preacher. Having served this charge he located for one year, at the 
expiration of which, in 1878, he joined the Mississippi Conference of 
which he was an honored member ’till his death. As an itinerant 
preacher he was loyal, always going wherever sent, and never com- 
plaining of his appointment. He was a faithful pastor and a good 
preacher. On account of failing health of himself and wife he was 
superanuated at this Conference which met in Hazlehurst December, 
1893. Often has he been heard to say that the greatest cross of his 
life was the giving up the work which he loved so much and in which 
he spent his life. 

The later years of his life were spent in the town of Forest where he 
lived with his grand-daughter, Mrs. Mary Gardner. For several 
months prior to his death he suffered a lingering illness and gradually 
grew weaker until the first of May last at 10:55 P- m -> when he peace- 
fully fell on sleep. 

While afflicted in body all was well with his soul His thrilling 
experience of a present, jo3 T ous and full salvation was an inspiration to 
all who visited him during the latter weeks of his life. No child of 
God was ever riper for the Kingdom and more ready to go when the 
message came to him, “Come up Higher.” While he has answered 
for the last time to the roll call of the Conference which he loved so 
dearly, yet in that great day when the roll is called up yonder he will 
be present. 

Well may it be said of him, “He fought a good fight and kept the 
faith,” and now wears the crown of rejoicing at the right hand of God 
on high. 

“Servant of God well done,

Enter thy Master’s joy.”

REV. CHARLES GREEN ANDREWS. 

The following tribute to Dr. Andrews written in great haste and 
by other hands than my own does not lay claim to the merit of strict 
originality, liberal use having been made of the discourse delivered by 
Bishop Galloway upon the occasion of the funeral of Dr. Andrews and 
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of an article which appeared about that time in the columns of the 
Vicksburg Herald.

CharlesVQEpfh-- A^cl’rew^^was born in Madison county, Mississippi, 
and at the about 70 years of age. 

.. Reared .'|j^ a^e^e^^i^hmiing the best blood of the old south, ac- 
customed to ail the graces. and refinements of the highest social life, the 
son of large fortpna thoroughly educated, no young man in Mis- 
sissippi in these golden days before the war ever entered life with fairer 
prospects or more radiant hopes. He was graduated from Centenary 
College, Jackson, Louisiana. 

The highest distinctions allured hi^ worldly ambitions and the 
richest rewards awaited Ills eager search, but, when the voice of God 
was heard calling him away to the quiet, humble life of a Methodist 
preacher he obeyed without a murmur. He was admitted on trial in 
the Mississippi Conference in Woodville, Mississippi, December 8tli, 
1848. His first appointment was Point Worthington and American 
Bend, and between that time and the session of the Conference held in 
Vicksburg in December, 1899, he filled every grade of appointment from 
the humblest to the highest. 

In 187: he was elected president of Centenary College, Jackson, 
Louisiana, a position which he. filled w 7 ith credit to himself and great 
usefulness to the church, until 1882 when he was made presiding elder 
of the Vicksburg District. 

In December, 1896, Dr. Andrews was made presiding elder of the 
Meridian District and had barely entered his fourth year when death 
claimed him. 

He was married in early life to Miss Octavine Kearney, a woman 
who by her gentle and gracious manners, her comprehending sym- 
pathy and unselfish zeal was peculiarly fitted for a minister ’s wife. 
This home, with its added blessing of six children, was one of the hap- 
piest that ever entertained an itinerant preacher, and its door was al- 
ways open and its welcome always cordial. 

For many years Dr. Andrews had occupied the very first place in 
the affections of his brethren of the Mississippi Conference as evinced 
by his repeated election as Secretary of the Annual Conference and his 
frequent selection to represent them in the General Conference in the 
Church. 
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He was' a member of every General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, since the session held in 1870. fie was also 
a member of the Ecumenical Conference whictf met in the City, Road 
Chapel, Eondon, 1881, and that held in Washington City , 1 8 c 1. fiot 
thirty-ffour years he served ' continuously as Secretary of the "Confer- 
ence except when taken from the Secretary’s table and made presiding 
officer in the absence of the Bishop. In any company of men, Dr. An- , 
drews would have been conspicuous. In person he was tall and erect 
and stately. His ^features were clear cur and regular, his eyes gray 
and piercing, his^Broad; forehead ihdicated intellectual strength , and his 
thin lips arid clear voice suggested something of austerity in his nature. 
His manner was courtly and dignified,, and he was marked by an ease 
and grace of' movement unusual in one of his . structure. 

His handsome form and noble bearing "indicated the symmetry and 
strength and uprightness of one of the manliest and kindest of men. 

Bishop Galloway ; says of him, ‘ ‘‘He was a man of profound piety. 

I have thought without' invidiouls comparison or extravagance of speech 
that he was the holiest man I ever knew. ' The deep things of God he 
grasped with a strong and intellectual faith and transmitted them into 
the very fiber of his being, fie dwelt amid the high places of the 
Kingdom of God. There were" ^ojhights df faith into which he did 
not ardently aspire andjf thdre if€re r, ^hy into yfiich'he did not attain, • 
it was because' of the' weakness or Weariness of' Bis soaring wing. " But 



like all deeply Spiritual and refined 'souls he 'was modest in, the expres-y 
sion of his religious feelings* . He . felt that there ought to be some sa- 
cred secrets between the soul and Gocl. . ./Sd, Wii'ile he dearly loved the . 
conventicles of the saints, and liked to talk of the' great verities trans- 
lated into human experience, he was' as far as possible 'removed from 
cant or spiritual conceit.’’ ' 'Vty \ .*/*. V . . i,. 

fie was a mah of prayer, spending whole nights sometimes In 
supplication to God. ' c .. .IE.*. , * " f ' 

As a preacher, Dr. Andrews cannot be said to have occupied the 
highest rank, but he was scriptural, clear and strong and his ; ; splendid V 
personality, his magnificent manhood earned him triumphanty' into 
place and power in the church, and into the hearts of his people to an. ' 
extent that would have been impossible to mere pulpit ability when not v 
re-enforced by these virtues of personal character. * ' 

As a pastor, Dr. Andrews was diligent and painstaking and many 
are the homes of the high and the humble, homes marked or unmark- 
ed by the advantages of wealth or culture in which his sympathetic 
ministry will be remembered. 

But it is probable that in the social circle whether in the wider or , 
narrower significance of that term, that the charms that saintly, man 
shone more resplendent. ; 

He was the ornament of every circle into which he entered where 
dignity .without stiffness, grace without affectation, and affability with- 
out triviality evinced the cultured, modest gentleman. In that most 
sacred circle into, which only kindred and friends beloved could enter 
he was at his best, the center of joy and gladness as he was the center 
of affection. • • •■- ■ ■ 
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He was loved with a fevor inexpressible not only for the strength 
of manhood but also for the fun and frolic, and the very boisterous- 
ness of boyhood which was so unexpectedly, but withal so becomingly 
manifested in the gray haired and dignified minister. 

As a Christian, Dr. Andrews was recognized by all who knew him 
as a cpnsecrated andv devout man converted in his youth he was marked 
throughout his long life by deep piety*' thdt v left ‘impress upon all 
who knew him. 

Unostentatious in his religious life, a foe to shams, and with no 
sympathy with morbid or abnormal expressions of religious experience, 
he presented to the world a true type of the disciple and minister of 
Jesus Christ. 

We feel that we are honored in having had him among us and 
that God has been glorified by his life and by his death.

J. T. Leggett read memoirs of Rev. A. B. Nicholson : 

REV. ARCHIBALD B. NICHOLSON 

Rev. A. B. Nicholson was born in South Carolina in 1826. At the 
age of four his parents moved to Florida. His father, having no pas- 
tor, became the priest of his home, and the childhood of our brother 
was spent in the home of parents who were devout members of the 
Presbyterian church. 

On leaving home he fell into skepticism but he could not free him- 
self from the teachings of his childhood. 

We quote the following from notes left by Bro, Nicholson : “On 

the first Sunday night in July, 1849, I was most powerfully converted* 
I was licensed to preach in 1851, and in 1852 was received on trial into 
the Mississippi Conference and appointed to Bayou Pierre circuit. In 
1853 I was sent to the Gainsville circuit, in 1854 was sent to the Frank- 
lin circuit, in 1855 to the Scotland circuit, in 1856 to the Georgetown 
circuit, in 1857-58 to the Brookhaven circuit, 1859 to Pearl River cir- 
cuit, in i860 Brandon circuit, 1861-62 Raleigh circuit, 1863-64 chap- 
lain in Confederate army, 1865 Lake circuit, 1866 Scotland circuit, 
1867-68 Bayou Pierre circuit, 1869-70 Bahalia circuit, 1871 Rocky 
Springs, 1872 Scotland circuit, 1873-75 Summit district, 1877 Ocean 
Springs circuit, 1878 Pearlington circuit, 1879 DeKalb circuit, 1880 
Dover circuit, 1881 Spring Ridge, 1882 Martinsville circuit, 1883 Prov- 
idence circuit, 1884 Forest and Morton, 1885 Fannin circuit, 1886 Sup- 
ernumerary, 1887 supernumerated and remained so. I took into the 
church 3,360 members. I know eleven ministers who said they were 
converted under my ministry.” 

Brother Nicholson had a pronounced religious experience. He 
never doubted his conversion. It was as distinct to him as the shining 
of the noonday sun. He was intensely emotional. To shout, to weep, 
to laugh, were the methods by which he showed his deep and over- 
flowing love for God. To judge one’s sermons by its results, Brother 
Nicholson was a most excellent preacher. He possessed the gift of or- 
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atory, and at times there were spiritual shocks produced by his preach- 
ing. He possessed a strong personality, and nowhere was it felt more 
strongly than in the pulpit. 

He knew the way to human hearts. Few men could excel him in 
conversation. -. Affine vein of humpr pervaded his style. There was 
no loss of enjoyment if one heard him repeat an anecdote. ' To spend 
Monday with him, a brother pastor would forget it was blue Monday, 

The home life of our brother was attractive. On the twenty- fourth 
of December, 1855, he was married to Miss Adelia Graves, daughter of 
Wm. Graves of precious memory. 

His love for his companion was as fresh, joyous, and tender as on 
'the bridal morn. He was childless but the children loved to visit his 
home, for children, like the carrier-pigeon have the home instinct. He 
loved little children. 

In his declining years he had no spirit of carping. He loved his 
brethren. In the garden of friendship the flowers never faded. There 
the rarest flowers ever grew and their fragrance was ever about you. 
How we loved him ! we could not help it. His friendship would hold 
you like the sun holds the planets. 

July 2nd, 1900, at his home in Hazlehurst, Miss., our brother 
passed peacefully away, like a weary child going to sleep at even-tide, 

“It is not death to die, 

To leave this weary road ; 

And, ’mid the brotherhood on high, 

To bg at home with God, 

It is not death to close 

The eye long dimmed by tears, 

And wake, in glorious repose. 

To spend eternal years.’ ’

To the Bishop and members of the Mississippi Annual Conference : 

Dear Brethren : The committees appointed by the last annual 

Conference to examine the titles and condition of our Colleges have all 
reported except that on Millsaps College. But none give complete ab- 
stracts of the titles. We therefore recommend that this Conference 
request these committees to furnish it with complete abstracts of the 
titles of our Church to the properties of each of our Church schools, in- 
cluding therein a full statement of encumbrances and indebtedness, if 
any, and, if no indebtedness or encumbrance exists, a certificate of that 
fact. 

It appearing from the report of the Committee on the title of East 
Mississippi Female College that the ownership of the Annual Confer- 
ence is not as fully set forth as was doubtless intended by its origina- 
tors, this language being used by them in their report : “It is the 

opinion of your committee, fortified by the opinion of three lawyers of 
ability, that the Conference has no power to control or direct the af- 
fairs of the College, and that the power to control it is vested alto- 
gether in the board' of trustees.” We recommend that the same com- 
mittee of lawyers appointed at our last Conference be appointed to see 
that, if necessary, as appears from the report of this committee on ti- 
tles, such amendments be made to the charter of the institution as to 
give the Annual Conference proper control of the property and the pow- 
er to confirm or reject any future trustees.

That we believe the abandonment of this habit by those who 
have formed it will be conducive to their usefulness and to the glory of 
God.

Constitution and By-Haws of the Mississippi Conference Brotherhood. 

Preamble : Feeling that we may mutually aid each other by the 

organization of a Brotherhood on the mutual insurance plan, and that 
our families might derive benefit therefrom, therefoie we, the under- 
signed traveling preachers of the M. E. Church, South, in the State of 
Mississippi, with a view to affording immediate assistance to the fami- 
ly of a deceased brother, do pledge ourselves to each other, according 
to the term Brotherhood, hereinafter described. 

cbNSdcacior*. 

Article i. This organization shall be known as the Brotherhood of 
Traveling Preachers of the Mississippi Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. 

Article 2. Every effective traveling preacher of said Mississippi 
Conference, not over fifty years of age, shall be eligible to membership. 

Article 3. The membership of this Brotherhood shall not extend 
beyond the limits of said Mississippi Conference, except in case of the 
transfer of a member to another Conference, when said member so 
transferred may continue his membership by complying with the Con- 
stitution and 1 By-Eaws of said Brotherhood. 

Article 4. Any person may become an honorary member of this 
Brotherhood, with all its privileges and obligations, except to be a 
claimant on the mortuary fund. 

Article 5. The officers of said Brotherhood shall consist of a Pres- 
ident, a Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasurer, and such other offi- 
cers as may be from time to time appointed. 

Article 6. The officers of said Brotherhood shall be elected qua- 
drennially at the time and place of the meeting of the Annual Confer- 
ence, by receiving a plurality of the votes cast by those present, and 
shall serve without compensation. 

Article 7. It shall be the duty of each beneficiary member upon 
official notice of the death of a member, to remit to the treasurer an as- 
sessment of $5.00, and of each honorary member an assessment of $;.oo. 
If any member shall fail to pay said assessment within sixty days after 
the call oi the secretary, he shall be deprived, by suspension, of all 
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benefits of the Brotherhood, and if said assessment shall not have been 
paid within four months, such delinquency shall work a forfeiture of 
membership. 

Article 8. No part of the foregoing Constitution shall be changed 
or amended, except by a majority vote of the beneficiary members of 
the Brotherhood. 

By-Laws. 

Section i. The officers ot the Brotherhood shall perform .such du- 
ties as usually pertain to such officers in similar organizations, and in 
addition thereto such other duties as have been specified in the Consti- 
tution. 

Section 2. The regular meetings of the Brotherhood shall be held 
at the place and time of meeting of the Mississippi Conference, on such 
day and at such hour as the President may designate, by giving due 
notice by proclamation in the Conference, as other notices are given ; 
and the members of the Brotherhood piesent, after such notice is giv- 
en, shall constitute a quorum to transact business 

Section 3. There shall be a Board of Managers, of five members 
appointed by the President, within 30 days after each annual meeting 
of the Brotherhood, having reference to their contiguity and facilities 
for communication, whose duty it shall be to fill any vacancy that may 
occur in the offices. Said Board of Managers shall hold their offices 
for one 3 ? ear, and until their successors shall have been appointed. 
They shall at all times have access to the b^oks of the Secretary and 
Treasurer and shall have power of removal from office for sufficient 
cause. All matters of complaint shall be referred to them, and said 
Board of Managers shall have power in the interim of the regular 
meetings of the Brotherhood to advise, direct and control the affairs 
of the Brotherhood within the restrictions of the Constitution. 

Section 4. Each and every person seeking admission into this 
Brotherhood as beneficiary member shall take upon himself this pledge : 
I do hereby promise to comply with the Constitution and By-Taws of 
the Brotherhood of Traveling Preachers of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, pa} T ing my annual dues and ail mortuary assessments 
whenever notified and requested so to do, and to use all diligence in 
building up and promoting the interest of the Brotherhood ; and in de- 
fault thereof I agree to forfeit all my rights and privileges under said 
Constitution and By-Lavrs. 

Section 5 Any member suspended for non-payment of dues, or 
mortuary fees, may be re-instated at any time by pajdng to the Treas- 
urer the dues and assessments upon -which he was suspended, together 
with those which have accrued during the past twelve months, and 
wdiich he has failed to pay. 

Section 6. These By-Laws, or any of them, may be altered or 
amended by a majority vote of the members present at any of the reg- 
ular meetings of the Brotherhood.

That the President be instructed to correspond with the pastor at 
the place of the next session of our Conference and secure Friday night 
of that session to hold a public meeting of the Brotherhood. 

That J M. Weems be requested to formulate plans to carry out 
the suggestions in reference to the superanuated preachers and these 
plan^ be p- esented to the meeting at the next session of our Conference. 

That the President prepare a program for the Public Meeting 
of the Brotherhood at the next Conference. 

That the President correspond with each Presiding Elder and se- 
cure an hour at each District Conference in which the 'cause of the 
Brotherhood can be presented by some one appointed by the President.
